On  the  2d  February,  1870,  John  A.  Kline,  a brakeman  in  the 
employ  of  this  company,  was  knocked  off  top  of  freight  cars  at 
the  eastern  end  of  Harrisburg  bridge,  by  the  wires  of  the  West- 
ern Union  telegraph  company.  The  cars  ran  over  his  left  arm, 
rendering  amputation  necessary.  Kline  has  fully  recovered,  and 
is  now  in  the  employ  of  the  company.  He  was  not  on  duty  at 
the  time  of  the  accident. 

On  the  29th  June,  1870,  a Mr.  Coover,  who  was  engaged  at 
work  at  the  paper  mill  near  Mechanicsburg,  was  taken  ill  at  the 
mill  from  sun-stroke ; he  started  to  walk  into  Mechanicsburg  on 
the  railroad  track ; while  on  his  way  he  either  sat  down  or  fell  on 
the  track ; the  express  train  going  east  struck  him,  and  threw  him 
off  the  track.  He  lived  a day  or  two,  being  insensible  until  he  died.

Dear  Sir  : — I received  a letter  from  Joseph  Lesley,  Esq.,  secre- 
tary of  the  Lewisburg,  Centre  and  Spruce  Creek  railroad  com- 
pany, stating  that  at  this  time  it  is  very  difficult  to  make  answer 
to  the  various  questions  proposed  in  your  printed  circular,  and 
asking  me  to  make  and  forw  ard  y ou  a synopsis  that  might  answer 
of  publication.  We  are  not  prepared  to  give  a definite  statement 
of  the  amount  of  reliable  stock  subscribed. 

The  act  incorporating  the  Lewisburg,  Centre  and  Spruce  Creek 
railroad  company  was  approved  on  the  18th  day  of  April,  1853, 
and  a little  over  two  years  thereafter,  the  charter  was  taken  out 
and  considerable  amount  of  stock  subscribed.  The  whole  matter 
then  lay  dormant  for  upwards  of  ten  years,  when  it  was  revived  and 
several  supplements  passed.  The  first  subscription  of  stock  was 
of  course  not  available  after  such  a long  delay.  The  length  of  the 
main  line  of  the  contemplated  road,  from  the  Philadelphia  and 
Erie  railroad  to  Tyrone,  is  about  ninety  miles,  with  liberty  to  con- 
nect by  a branch  with  Bellefonte,  a distance  of  lOnfo  miles  from 
main  line.  The  road  is  completed  and  running  from  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Erie  railroad  to  Lewisburg,  a distance  of  lnh>  miles, 
and  graded  from  Lewisburg  as  far  west  as  western  boundary  of 
borough  of  Mifflinburg,  a distance  of  about  ten  miles,  which  will  be 
in  running  order  by  the  latter  part  of  June  next.  The  engineers 
are  locating  from  that  point  west  about  sixty  miles,  which  is  ex- 
pected to  be  placed  under  contract  the  early  part  of  the  coming 
summer.  The  capital  stock,  as  allowed  by  the  original  act,  was 
one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  but  will  be  increased  by 
an  act  now  before  the  Legislature.  There  is  about  two  hundred 
and  sixty-five  thousand  dollars  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock.

Miss  Jennie  Kline,  of  Harrisburg,  a passenger  on  Cincinnati 
express  north,  January  14,  1870,  was  slightly  injured  in  breast 
and  back,  by  train  being  thrown  from  track,  at  Middletown  Ferry, 
by  a broken  rail. 

Jacob  Rider,  freight  brakeman,  had  his  left  foot  crushed,  at 
Shrewsbury,  on  the  2Gth  of  January,  1870,  by  being  caught  be- 
tween cars,  while  trying  to  uncouple  them. 

Katie  Tate,  a child  four  years  old,  was  struck  by  mail  train 
south,  near  York,  on  the  17th  of  May,  1870,  and  severely  bruised, 
but  not  seriously  injured. 

Joseph  Griffith,  a colored  barber  from  Lewistown.,  Pa,  had  his 
right  foot  caught  under  cars  of  Erie  mail  train  south,  at  Sunbury, 
on  the  17th  of  June,  1870,  crushing  it  so  badly  that  amputation 
was  necessary  ; he  was  intoxicated. 

Isaac  Smith,  engineer,  and  John  Colyer,  fireman,  engine  No. 
10,  were  both  more  or  less  bruised  and  scalded  by  explosion  of 
engine,  near  Halifax,  on  June  17,  1870;  injuries  not  serious. 

E.  J.  Watson,  flagman,  fell  from  the  top  of  a box  car,  in  York, 
on  June  22,  1870,  and  had  his  face  cut  severely  and  thigh  badly 
bruised. 

John  Simmons  jumped  on  fast  freight  south,  in  York,  on  July 
4,  1870,  and  when  about  to  get  off  at  the  crossing  sAvitclies,  he 
fell  on  the  track  and  had  his  right  leg  cut  off  betAveen  knee  and 
ankle. 

Charles  Grand,  lime  dealer,  York,  attempted  to  get  on  first  sec- 
tion local  freight  north,  at  New  Freedom,  July  20, 1870,  fell  under 
the  cars  and  had  his  right  leg  cut  off  and  left  ankle  crashed ; 
died  two  hours  after. 

Jere.  Gardner,  freight  brakeman,  had  his  right  foot  crushed,  at 
Trevorton,  on  14th  of  August,  1870,  by  bumpers  mounting. 

Charles  Bucher,  car  inspector,  had  one  of  his  hands  badly 
crashed,  at  Sunbury,  by  engine  coming  back  against  some  cars 
he  was  inspecting,  catching  him  betAveen  them. 

Joshua  Johnson,  freight  brakeman,  supposed  struck  by  an  over- 
11  Railroad  Rep. 
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head  bridge,  at  Summit  No.  1,  on  the  night  of  August  27,  1870; 
was  found  and  taken  home  by  a farmer  ; died  on  29th. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Eppley  was  struck  by  engine  No.  2G,  near  Ma- 
rysville, October  13,  1870,  and  had  her  left  foot  and  ankle  badly 
injured,  and  right  shoulder  bruised.  It  is  supposed  she  was 
picking  coal,  and  did  not  see  the  engine  coming. 

John  E.  Renter,  engineer  lirst  express  freight  north,  October  12, 
1870,  had  both  legs  badly  crushed,  by  collision  of  his  train  with 
York  accommodation  south,  in  York ; died  soon  after.  He  had 
pulled  his  train  out  of  siding,  south  of  York,  where  he  should 
have  remained  till  York  accommodation  south  had  passed. 

Zach.  Fackner,  freight  conductor,  caught  his  heel  in  a frog  at 
Millersburg,  on  November  13, 1870,  and  before  he  could  get  loose, 
cars  passed  over  his  foot,  crushing  it  so  badly  that  it  had  to  be 
amputated;  he  died  on  the  15th. 

Wm.  Smith,  freight  brakeman,  Goldsboro’,  November  9, 1870, 
was  sitting  between  two  cars,  with  his  feet  on  forward  bumper, 
and  when  engineer  slacked  speed  cars  were  jammed  together  and 
broke  his  thigh. 

J.  H.  Leliner  was  found  by  men  of  gravel  train,  about  three  miles 
south  of  Millersburg,  on  the  20th  December,  1870,  with  both  legs 
broken  and  body  bruised,  supposed  by  being  struck  by  mail 
train  north  ; he  was  taken  to  Millersburg,  and  died  soon  after. 

Fred.  Fagley,  freight  brakeman,  was  struck  by  a bridge,  on  the 
night  of  December  31,  1870,  and  killed;  he  was  found  lying  on 
top  of  car,  dead,  just  before  train  entered  Dauphin  bridge ; it  is 
not  known  where  the  accident  occurred.

December  1.  A man  named  Garret  Yanzant,  attempted  to  get 
on  train  84,  after  starting  from  Kensington,  fell  under  car,  and 
one  foot  was  badly  crushed.  S.  Stewart,  engineer  No.  58 ; A. 
Quintin,  conductor.  Both  retained  in  company’s  employ. 

December  3.  Train  No.  15  struck  a man,  below  Scbenck’s  sta- 
tion, and  killed  him ; he  was  walking  on  the  track  ; his  name  said 
to  be  John  Potts.

Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  30th  ult.  is  received,  together  with  a 
blank  printed  form  of  reply,  but  as  the  circumstances  of  this  com- 
pany have  not  changed  during  the  year  past,  the  following  extract 
from  my  report  of  last  year  is  an  answer  to  your  present  circular : 
“The  South  Pennsylvania  railroad  connects  at  Marysville,  Perry 
county,  at  the  mouth  of  Fishing  creek,  with  the  Pennsylvania  and 
Northern  Central  railroads,  and  is  intended  to  connect,  by  a 
bridge,  with  the  Beading  system  of  railroads,  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  Susquehanna,  in  Dauphin  county,  thus  securing  the  best 
ultimate  connection  with  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore. 
It  proceeds  west  through  Perry,  Juniata,  Fulton,  Bedford,  Somer- 
set and  Westmoreland  counties,  (a  mineral  and  agricultural  region 
the  whole  way,)  in  which  latter  county,  somewhere  near  West 
Newton,  it  is  intended  to  be  connected  with  the  Pittsburg  and 
Connellsville  railroad.  It  will  have  a branch  in  Bedford  county, 
connecting  it  with  the  Broad  Top  coal  fields  in  the  most  favorable 
manner,  materially  (about  thirty  miles)  lessening  the  distance  by 
rail  from  market  of  those  valuable  measures.

4,  put  her  arm  out  of  car  window  at  Lafayette  station,  and  had 
it  fractured  by  striking  stock  shute. 

Samuel  Slagle,  engineer  on  train,  No.  7,  killed  near 
Wanatali  station.  The  engine  and  train  were  thrown  from  track 
by  a rail  having  been  taken  up  by  some  malicious  person  or  per- 
sons unknown.  Slagle  was  caught  in  wreck  of  engine  and  so 
badly  scalded  that  he  lived  but  a short  time  after  being  released.

The  Warren  and  Pinegrove  railroad  company  was  re-organized 
some  two  years  since,  but  have  never  held  a meeting  since,  or 
even  kept  up  their  organization,  or  made  any  attempt  to  do  so. 

The  Conewango  Valley  railroad  company  was  chartered  a year 
ago  this  coming  April,  organized  and  consolidated  with  the  Dun- 
kirk, Warren  and  Pittsburg  railway  company,  a corporation 
created  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  placed  their 
whole  road  under  contract,  and  have  it  now  well  under  way,  ex- 
pecting to  comx>lete  it  during  the  coming  summer.  No  report  of 
its  situation  can  be  well  made  at  present,  for  the  reason  of  its  in- 
completeness, as  well  as  of  the  only  partial  payment  of  its  stock 
subscriptions,  and  not  having  as  yet  negotiated  its  bonds,  al- 
though everything  is  favorable  to  doing  so  at  an  early  day.
